Newspapers Condemn President. 

The newspapers of Paris are devot- 
ing great space to the Soleillant case, 
Many of them loudly condemn the fail- 
ure of President Fallieres to permit 
the law to take its course, and all of 
them agree that -the commutation of 
this sentence signifies the passing for- 
ewer of the guillotine from France. 
Some of the journals express the opin- 
ion that the escape of Soleillant from 
the guillotine only places a premium on 
crime. 

The entire question of crime will be 
taken up atthe approaching session 
of parliament, especially as Paris and 
other large cities are becoming alarm- 
ingly infested with another type of 
criminal’ known as “the apache,” who 
in the secluded sections, almost daily 
maim and rob and sometimes murder 
their victims. Thelr weapon always is 
the knife and gathering in bands, they 
often wantonly stab pedestrains and 
frequently pelicemen merely for the 
sake of stabbing.

NONE OF GREAT RELIGIONS 
MARKED BY PENAL CODE 


Mre. Besant Says Morality Is All 
mportant, but There Should Be 
No Enforcement of Moral 
ideas by Penalty—Ad- 
vanced Position 
Taken. 


Chicago, September 15.—Mrs. Annie 
Besant, of Adyar, India, world-presi- 
dent of the Theosophical Society, pre- 
sided here today at the twenty-first 
annual convention of the American sec- 
tion of that organization. Delegates 
were present from many parts of the 
civilized world. The conveention 
is considered one of the most import- 
ant in the history of the society and 
Mrs. Besant, who has just been elect- 
ed to its leadership, came to America 
especially to take part in its delibera- 
tions. 

She Opposes Moral Code. 

wirs. Besant, in her address today, 
declared strongly against the adoption 
by the soctety of a moral code, s0- 
called, a question that has agitated 
Theosophists in this country for some 
time past. She took a most positive 
stand upon this point, marking clearly 
the advanced position that, she de- 


clared, the society must take if it 
wouid exist as a nucieus of the uni- 
versal brotherhood. Mrs. Besant said 
in part: 


no moral code has been reasserted. The 
question, Ought the society to have a 
moral code? presses for answer. It is 
not the fact that the society on this 
matter is divided into two parties, one 
of which believes that vice retards. and 
virtue hastens the realization of uni- 
versal brotherhood, while the other 
may or may. not think this truism to 
be true. Both agree on this: We are 
all at one in our eagerness to raise 
the moral tone of soc-.ety, to make it 
an example of noble living to the 
world: none is indifferent to morality, 
nor is content with a low standard of 
living. We agree that morality is all- 
important; that the life of the society 
depends on its power to lift its mem- 
bers into nobility of conduct; that 
every wrong-doer in our ranks pois- 
ons the very springs of our being. 
Where we differ is on the question, 
“Shall moral ideas be enforced by pen- 
alty sear not?” It is a penal, not a 
moral, code -..at some are demanding. 
The way of the world is to enforce 
morality by penalty, and, because 
penalties can only be enforced against 
the most flagrant breaches of the mor- 
al law it is obliged to accept a very 
low standard of morality, and to leave 
unpenalized some of. the most mis- 
cnievously immoral acts. No good 
man is content with his morality, if 
it does not raise far above the penal 
law of the country in which he resides. 


Great Religious and Penal Codes, 


“Most religions have a moral code, 
a sort of a “commandments” of some 
kind, such as the Ten Commandments 
of Judaism, the Five Precepts of 
Buddhism. But none of the great re- 
ligions, so far as I know, has a penal 
code, enforcing its commandments by 
exclusion from its pale. On the con- 
trary, they regard it gs a primary duty 
to try to improve their evil-doers, not 
to cast them out. Some religions out- 
cast or excommunicate on ceremonial 
grounds, but one may presume that 
the Theosophical Socieyt does not wish 
to copy these examples. Religions 
leave to the civil power the punish- 
ment of offences, and strive to reform 
and purify rather than to expel. Shall 
the Theosophical Society descend be- 
low the level common to pr-ligious 
bodies, and proclaim itself in reed of 
the sword of-a criminal law? 

As a nucleus of universal brother- 
hood, we should not omit to show forth 
the brotherly way of dealing with the 
criminal, we should not expel him, cry- 
ing out: “Stand aside, I am holier than 


such a stream of nobility into‘the so- 
ciety that none bathed in it could re- 
nmrain base. Among brutes, a sick ani- 
mal is attacked and either slain or 
driven away, lest he should tnfect the 
herd; among savages the sick are cast 
out of the tribe, and left to die; among 
civilized nations they are tenderly 
nursed back into health. Are we to 
treat our morally sick onthe pattern 
of the brute and the savage, or on that 
of the civilized man? Does the nurs- 
ing back to health connote. indifference 
to disease?

RUSHING THROUGH DENSE FOG 
TRAINS WENT TO THEIR DOOM 

The morning was dull en@ misty in 
the western New Hampshire mountains, 
and the long freight train with a score 


long grade towards West Canaan at the 
usual speed, On the other side of the 
curve was the Quebec Express, sliding 


passengers and the four heavy sleepers 
in the rear. The freight train wae on a 
straight piece of track about a mile in 
length, and the Quebec Express had 
rounded a curve into this stretch when 
the two engineers saw the headlights of 
the opposite train burst out of the fog. 
Both engineerg set their brakes and then 
Jumped, while the two great locomotives 
crashed into each other and, locked in a 
firm embrace, rolled into the ditch. 

The baggage car in the rear was hurled 
back into the passenger coach like a great 
ram and tore it asunder from end to end. 
As it did so the rear end of the car 
rose so that when it stopped at the for- 
ward end of the smoker, which was be- 
hind the passenger coach, it was well 
inclined. 

Only a few windows were broken in the 
smoking car, and none of the Pullmans 
were damaged, But the ill-fated passen- 
ger coach was crowded with more than 
fifty people. Shortly before the accident 
a few of the men had gone back into 
the smoking car in the rear, leaving the 
women to get a little sleep in the straight 
seats. 


PASSENGERS WERE SINGING 
WHEN THEY WERE MANGLED 


@One of those who escaped said that as 
the train was rounding a curve someone 
in the front of the car began to sing, 
so that nearly every one was awake 
when the crash came. Those who were 
in the other cars recovered their dazed 
senses, jumped out to the side of the

Wounds 
were hastily bound up and cuts staunched 
by strips of bedding from the sleepers. 
The little band worked diligently in the 
dawning light before the doctors came. 
Farmers lent every aid to the work of 
succor. Meantime word had been dis- 
patched to this place, to Concord and 
to Hanover, and within an hour a large 
force of physicians were hurrying to the 
scene. 


BADLY WOUNDED BRAKEMAN

The track 
‘was cleared finally this afternoon, al- 
though several hundred feet of rails had 
to be relaid. The rear of the express 
train stopped directly over a bridge over 
a small river, but fortunately the sleeper 
did not leave the track. 

Superintendent. Ray, of the Concord di- 
vision, began an investigation of the 
cause of the disaster, and this afternoon 
gave out the following statement: 

“The accident was due to a misunder- 
standing between J. A. Crowley, the 
night dispatcher at Concord, who had 
been in the service seven years, and John 
Greeley, the night operator at Canaan, 
who has seen twenty-three years’ serxice 
in transmitting train orders. One of 
these two men made the fatal error of 
taking a cipher for a four.

RAILROAD OFFICIALS MAKE 
STATEMENT AS TO ACCIDENT 


Boston, Mass., September 15.—The Bos- 
ton and Maine railroad officials in this 
city tonight issued a statement saying: 

“The collision was evidently due to a 
misunderstanding of train orders.”’ Af- 
ter describing the orders sent to the two 
express trains and the freight, the state- 
ment says: “At Canaan orders were sent 
267 (the frieght) annulling former order 
and giving them one hour and ten min- 
utes on the time of 34 (Montreal train.) 

“The-same order was given to 34 at 
White River Junction, both were re- 
peated back to the dispatcher, and, ac- 
cording to the records, exactly as sent, 
although for Bome as yet unexplained 
reason the order which was delivered to 
the engineer and conductor of 267 at 
Canaan gave them one hour and ten min- 
utes over train 30 (the Quebec Express) 
which had not then arrived at Canaan. 
This. order should have read ‘No, 34,’ 
and, according: to the dispatcher’s rec- 
ords, it was so sent and repeated by the 
Canaan operator. This discrepancy can 
only be cleared by a thorough investiga- 
tion, which will be made at once. 

“The aecident occurred on a straight 
line about a mile south of West Canaan 
(four miles north of Canaan), at 4:26 
thig morning. 

“It was a very foggy morning and the 
enginemen were not much more than 200 
feet apart when they came in sight of 
each other. Both were running fast, the 
freight on a down grade of about fifty 
feet to the mile. The engine of the pas- 
senger train telescoped the baggage cart 
and coach, which was occupied largely 
by French Canadians on their way to 
the mills at Manchéster, Nashua, Lowell, 
and Fall River. Occupants of the smok. 
er were, so far ag we Can at present 
learn, not seriously. injured, and those in 
the Pullman car suffered only from the 
shock. 

“Wrecking trains with full crews were 
promptly started frem Concord and 
White River Junction, together with an 
ambulance of doctors, nurses, etc., from 
Concord, and the tragk was cleared at 3 
o'clock this afternoon.” 


RECORD HARVESTING . TS. 

The harvest this year being & somewhat 
late one, it is hardly Wkely that the 
season will be productive of new records 
in any kind of harvesting feats. At any 
rate, those Coricerned will have to be 
pretty nimble if they succeed in break- 
ing a record established during last 
year’s harvest operations. 

This was achieved by Blockley, in the 
agricultural county of Worcester, in the 
early days of last September. A farmer 
and a miller cooperated with the object 
of ascertaining how quickly growing 
wheat could be converted into bread. 

They first of all had to cut the wheat 
which was actually growing in the field, 
then it had to be properly threshed, and 
after that ground in the mill. Then it 
was ready for bread-making; and that 
the experiment was on a more than am- 
ple scale is proved by the fact that @ 
dozen loaves and a small batch cake 
were duly and perfectly baked. 

Incredible as it may seem, within half 
an hour and seven minuteg of the time 
when the wheat was growing in the field 
it was converted into good, wholesome 
bread. 

A season or two before a fairly smart 
harvesting feat was performed in a Suf- 
folk parish. A local farmer carted a fieid 
of wheat in the morning, thrashed it in 
the afternoon, and in the evening sold 
and delivered it to a local miller. 

The latter forthwith ran a portion of 
the grain through his mill, and within 24 
hours of the wheat being taken from the 
field in which it wag grown, had sold the 
flour that had been manufactured from 
it. That particular season had been one 
of the wettest and most unfavorable ever 
known, so this was probably a record in 
quick work at the time. 

(But in justice to LincolnsMire it must 
be stated that this great wheat-growing 
county has some smart harvesting 
achievements to its credit. So far back 
as six seasons ago wheat at Thorney was 
cut, thrashed and sold the same day, 
fetching 29 shillings per quarter, 

At Stowgate, too, the same season, 
some wheat was cut, sent to the mill, 
made into flour and baked into bread, a!l 
in the course of a single day. Generally 
speaking, however, the wheat is much 
better when it is allowed to stand in the 
field for two. or three days after it has 
Deen cut, to harden; though, of course, if 
the object is to establish a record in 


dealing with the grain, this is impossi- 
ble. 

Worcestershire has yet another har- 
vesting record to boast of. It seems that 
the inhabitants of Powick, a parish ad- 
jacent to the city of Worcester, have

Machinists.

St. Paul, Minn., September 15.—Op- 
erating officials of the five railways 
involved in the strike of boilermakers— 
the Great Northern, the Northern Pa- 
cific, the Chicago Great Western, the 
Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis and 
Omaha and the Minneapolis, St. 
@nd Saulte Ste. Marie today formed 
an organization to meet the strike con- 
ditions. The organization will at once 
proceed to fill the places vacated by 
Strikers. 

Reports received from shop points in- 
dicate that the strike is general, 
though railway officials say there is 
some wavering in the ranks of the 
Strikers at Council Bluffs, Iowa. The 
Great Northern ciaims that some of its 
men have already returned to work 
and that reports from the west indli- 
cate that some of the boilermakers be- 
lieve the compromise offer of the roads 
should have been accepted. On the 
Great Western !60 machinists are out, 
demanding uniform wages with the 
boilermakers. 

The railway managers say that a 
total of 1,192 men are out on the five 
roads affected, but that the strike has 
caused no inconvenience in the opera- 


tion of trains. 
There are no reports of violence. 


Umbrella Insignia of Power. 
(From The London Globe.) 

With the seasons upside down as they 
are at present, people are beginning to 
realize the absolute necessity of never 
stirfing out of doors without an umbrella. 
If social history is to be trusted, the 
first Englishman to carry an umbrella 
was one Hanway, who lived at the end 
of the eighteenth century. At first he 
was regarded as an eccentric individual. 
but by degrees many discovered much 
method in his madness, and before he 
died in 1786 the fashion he set wag adopt- 
ed by society in general. Of course, 
Hanway was not the originator of the 
umbrella. Among the Greeks and Ro- 
mans some such article was very com- 
mon, though oddly enough it was regard- 
ed as a purely feminine appanage, and one 
which men might never condescend to 
adopt. But all over the east the um- 
brella hag for generations been well 
known as an insignia of power and roy- 
alty. Thus, on the sculptured remains 
of Egyptian temples one sees represen- 
tations of kings going in procession with 
umbrellas carried over their hesds. Even 
in India today some of the great mahara- 
jahs still call themselves “Lords of the 
Imbrelia,” and in an address presented 
by the king of Burma to the viceroy of 
India in (855 the British representative 
is deserived as the “monarch who reigns 
over the great umbrella-wearing chiefs of 
the east.” One has only to walk through 
the streets of any Indian town today to 
see how important a social distinction 
the umbrella hag become. For a native 
to go without an umbrella in the streets 
of Calcutta, for instance, is practically @ 
mark of degradation.

VALUABLE LOT 


To Be Used to Aford Mor 
Room For High School 


FINANCE COMMITTEE MEETS 


Will Take Action This Morning on 
the Proposition to Parchase the 
Lot and Residence of Dr. W. 

8. Kendrick—To Be Used 
as Addition to School, — 


In all probability representations will 
be made this morning before a special 
meeting of the finance committee of 
the city council, which will induce that 
body to recommend to council the pur- 
chase of the lot lying immediately 
south of the Girls’ High school on 
Washington street. 

A special committee, consisting of 
Courtland 8 Winn, chairman, and 
Frank Orme and T. D. Meador, mem- 
bers ,appointed to represent the board 
of education in this matter, has se- 
cured all the necessary data for an in- 
telligent consideration of the ques- 
tion that will be submitted to the 
finance committee of council this morn- 
ing. 

The lot in question holds the resi- 
dence of Dr. W. 8. Kendrick and is 
the property of that gentleman. It 
has a frontage of 60 feet on Washing- 
ton street and is 210 feet deep. The 
special committee has sécured the 
statement of a selling price from Dr. 
Kendrick, and it is understood that— 
unless the quoted price is considered 
too high—the finance committee of 
council will unanimously recommend in 
favor of the purchase. 

The special committee has held sev- 
eral conferences with the chairman and 


individual members of the finance com-. 


mittee, and the matter is already very 
well understood among those gentle- 
men. The mayor himself, in company 
with Alderman Peters and Mayor Pro 
Tem. Quillian, have also looked over 
the ground. 


Genesis of the Purchase. 

Some time ago it came to the knowl- 
edge of the city’s officers that plans 
were already drawn for an apartment 
house which it was purposed construct- 
ing on the lot which is now under 
consideration. The board of education 
succeeded in having those plans and 
preparations held up for a while, pend- 
ing the investigations which will be 
brought to their culmination this morn- 
ing. It was well recognized that the 
construction of a large apartment 
house close up against the walls on the 
south side of the school buildings 
would shut off light and air to an al- 
most intolerable degree, and would 
eventually render the high school 
building useless for its present pur- 
poses. 

With more than 600 girls in the school 
this term, which shows the largest 
enrollment the institution as ever 
known, the crowded conditions exist- 
ing in former years have become ag- 
gravated to such an extent as to ren- 
der imperative the need for more class 
rooms and for more breathing space. 
As matters now stand, only one-half 
tne school’s membership is allowed 
recess at once, the other half being 
granted their freedom for a few min- 
utes when the first ones have vacated 
the crowded halls. 


School Is Crowded. 


The ground space of the present prop- 
erty owned by the city has been en- 
tirely occupied with additions to the 
original school building, until there is 
no room left, even for more class 
rooms, much less for play ground. If 
purchase of the Kendrick lot is nego- 
tiated, it will be with the immediate 
object of providing temporary class 
rooms in the present residence by 
breaking out useless partitions, and 
with the understood ultimate intention 


of erecting an annex, specially adapt- | 


ed to school purposes, when the extra 


expenditure is considered advisable. In | 


either case sufficient room will be had 
in which the young ladies may get a 
breath of fresh air during recess pe- 
riods. The present building will fur- 
nish about four additional class rooms, 
which will work much toward rellev- 
ing the existing congestion; and the 
back yard of the lot will 
mirably¥y the purposes of a recreation 
ground. 

It is authoritatively understood there 
will be no hitch whatever when the 
matter is presented to the finance com- 
mittee and is later laid before councll, 
the complete understanding already 
had between the officials interested ar- 
guing directly for this cdnclusion.

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COPPER CRISIS | 
UPSET MARKET 


Beneficial Effect of Easier Mon- 
ey Market Was Overthrown, 


OPINION HALTS ON FUTURE 


Because the Extent of the Indus- 
trial Reaction Is Not Yet Defined. 
Relaxation of Money Mar- 
ket, However, Is Ground 
for Hope. 


New York, September !6.—A number of 
distinctly conflicting influences in the 
financial situation made their effect felt 
in the securities market last week, the 
action of the market reflecting the 
dominance first of one side and ghen of 
another. The disturbing effect of the 
orftical conditions in the copper trade 
and their candid acknowledgement by 
officials high in authority in the great 
producing companies upset the market in 
time to overthrow the benefits which 
had begun to be felt from the clearing 
money outlook, the success of tne New 
York city bond sale, and the shaping 
of final yield of the country’s great 
Staple crops. 

No Demand for Copper. 

The demand for copper is said to be 
completely paralyzed with no point of 
Stability in sight at which reawakened 
buying may arrest the declining tend- 
ency and with huge blocks or refined 
copper already accumulated py the 
great producers. The financial burden 
of holding these vast accumurations is 
aggravated by the closeness of the mon- 
ey market and credence is given to re- 
ports that banks were unwilling to ex- 
tend loans against copper, and were, itn 
fact, recalling them. ‘The indicated in- 
tention to cut down production, there- 
fore, seemed to offer no occasion for 
Surprise, but came as a palpable shock 
to sentiment nevertheless. 

In the iron trade some revival of de- 
mand is reported and somewnat firmer 
market tone, but a falling off in produc- 
tive capacity there is a factor in the 
Situation also. 


Opinion Halts as to Future. 


While the drastice liquidation and the 
decline in stock marh.. obviously rep- 
resent the process of readjustment, 
there to these developments in general 
trade and business, financial opinion 
halts over the future while the extent 
of the industrial reaction is still unde- 
fined. The relaxation which has come 
to the money markets and which has 
been pronounced in all the great cen- 
ters, was accepted as a reliable indi- 
cation that one great factor in the 
Strain had turned the corner to the 
improvement. The tranquillity with 
which the money market met the heavy 
requirement of the payment for the 
New York bonds and Union Pacific 
convertible bonds on which an install- 
ment of over $30,000,000 fell due on the 
same day. 

The government crop report, in spite 
of the deterioration shown in the grain 
crops, leaves a feeling of confidence 
that a considerable surplus will be left 
available for export at prontable fig- 
ures. The heavy ou-.so or cotton is

The Constitution has received within.

Widely Read in Brunswick. 

Brunswick, Ga., September 14.— THe | 
Strong editorial, of The Consti.ution on 
the New York cotton exchange evils | 
was widely read in Brunswick witn in-| 
terest. | 

Secretary €. D. Ogg, of the board of 
trade, when asked for his views as to) 
the practices of the New York cot-on | 
exchange, said: ‘I am utterly opposed - 
to the concerns which toss up and down! 
the prices of foodstuffs and necessities. | 
I should say that the best remedy to ap-- 
ply” would be that of the Chinese bank- | 
ing law—chopping off the heads of a/| 
bank, commencing with the president, 
down to the humblest employe, when 
anything goes wrong. The ultimate goal 
in these speculative exchanges is to 
‘corner’ the market, which spells. wide- 
spread ruin. There is no remedy ‘oo 
radical.”’ 

Dr. J. A. Butts, one of the best in- 
formed residents of Brunswick, and a 
man whokeeps abreast of the times, 
formerly a resident of Bainbriage, is 
interested in the cotton situation. Many 
of Dr. Butis’ warmest friends of: years 
“I am 
firmly of the belief,’ said Dr. Butts, 
that the ‘remedy for the evils of the 
speculative exchange lies In ihe farmer. 
If the farmers of the soucth stand firm 
they. will] have to suffer for awhile, but 
they wi soon control, as they should. 
Just why the price of cotton should be 
fixed at New York has always been a 
puzzle to me, as it has been to many | 
others with whom I have talked. The 
place to fix the price of cotton is in 
the south, and the farmers can do it. 

Representative S. B.. Lee said: ‘“W hile 
in Atlanta I met many members of the | 
house who are coiton growers. W hile 
I have little knowledge at first hand of 
the business, I firmly believe in the 
principle that the manufacturer Is the 
man to fix the price of his goods, and 
that means the Georgia farmer should 
make the price of his cotton.” 

Secretary Cox, of the Lewis company, 
wholesale grocers, said: “I didn’t think 
any one questioned ‘the general belief 
that the New York cotton exchange is 
operated for the purpose of manipu- 
lation. This shifting of grades is a 
part of the game. I am opposed to the 
system generally.” 

Frank D. Aiken, president of the 
Brunswick Bank and Trust company, 
and one of Brunswick's most prominent 
financiers, said: “I believe in the New 
York cotton exchange The only thing 
to criticize is the methods in vogue. 
The matter of buying futures ts under- 
stood by all business men, and where it 
is properly carried on there is little or 
no criticism. There is room for severe 
condemnation of questionable practices. 
The principle is right, but it is the 
methods in use which are wrong and 
need correction.” 

George U. Harper, one of Brunswick's 
leading reiailers, who made an ex:‘ens-~ 
ive trip a year ago in Texas, said: ‘The 
papers which are fighting the New York 
cotton exchange methods are on the 
right line. All of the papers should 
join on the line The Constitution is 
fighting. I saw. enough when I was in 
Texas to convince me that any iInstl- 
tution which affects the farmer. un- 
favorably and cuts off the revenues 
justiy coming to him from the sale of 
his product is an injury to the whole 
south.”’ 

Referee Max Isaac, of 
States bankruptcy court, 
covers South Georgia, has 
terested observer of the 
comments about the cotton exchange 
and its methods. Said he: “The farm- 
ers have now the chance to make the 
maarket.

Nothing 
could’ bear more evidence of robbery 
on the face of it than the recent re-

egg my opinion, if it is kept up. 
as at present, it will be only a matter 
of time before congress must step in 
and pass legislation that will put the 
institution out of business. 

Frank S. Hardeman, of the cotton 
frm of F. S. Hardeman & Co., said the

change is sure to eatch the business 
man anywhere when he fails to, keep 
up with the tactics.

A Simple Case of Manipulation. 


_The belief was expressed b 
Emmett Small, of the Méicass ae 
of commerce, that public feeling forced 
the committee on the board to, change 
the classification. “Really, there has 
been no change that could be called such 
ro those who are familiar with the meth- 
ods of dealing on the New York exchange 
the manipulation amounts to nothing 
(For all legitimate purposes the New York 
cotton exchange is useless, to both bust- 
ness man and manufacturer. There is 
not a spinner in the United States who 
knows where he is when he covers the 
actual cotton bought on the New York 
exchange. The only good thing I can 
Say about this institution fs to leave it 
alone.” 

Mr. Small was convinced that the re- 
cent break in the price of cotton is sole- 
ly due to the manipulations on the New 
York exchange. He céuld account for 
it through no great nervousness or ab- 
normal conditions elsewhere. C. B. 
Willingham, who is a buyer and seller 
to a large trade, said he had buyers for 
more than 1,000,000 pounds with him at 
present who were afraid to cover, be- 
cause they knew absolutely nothing of 
what they would get. 


Meets Hearty Approval. 


Waynesboro, Ga., September |4.—Editer 
Constitution, Atlanta, Ga.: Replying to 
the editorial regarding New York cotton 
exchange the farmers in this section 
read it with interest, and heartily in- 
dorsed it.

“Editor Constitution:—Your editorial 
in The Constitution was timely and 
strikes the keynote of the remedy for 
one of the vilest evils of the day.

Tubercalosis in Cats. 
(From The Revue Vaterinaire.) 

Two observations which have fst 
been made public by M. Bergeon tend to 
demonstrate that tuberculosis among 
cats, which is comparatively frequent, 
may be caught from human betngs. 

The first case is that of a cat which 
died in a complete state of phthisis, af- 
ter having lived for several years in 
contact with a girl who eventually suc- 
cumbed to pulmonary tuberculosis. A 
post-mortem ex&mination of the cat 
was made and miliary granulations 
were found on the peritoneum, the in- 
testines, the liver and the lungs. The 
mesenteric ganglia were hard and of 
inordinate size and contained caseous 
tubercles. 

In the second case the cat, a five- 
year-old Angora, had lived, tn condi- 
tions similar to those in the case just 
mentioned, in contact with the girl who 
died of tuberculosis. In the body of 
this cat also were found abundant tu- 
berculosis lesions In the Intestines and 
less marked ones in the lungs. In 
neither of these cases was the diagnosis 
verified by a bacteriological examina- 
tion or by experimental inoculations: 
however, it seems evident that the two 
cats took the d@isease from the _ sick 
girls, whose expectorations they were 
frequently seen to. consume. 

Professor Petit, of Alfort. who has col- 
lected a great number of observations 
regarding tuberculosis among cats, drew 
the attention of the tuberculosis con- 
gress of 1905 to the danger to human 
beings resulting from cats infected in 
this manner.

Will Come Up This 
Morning, 

FUTURE OF LOW RATES 
DEPENDS ON DECISION 


Effort Will Be Made to Compe! the 
Postal and Western Union Tele- 
graph Companies to Reopen 
Offices at Marietta, Grif- 
fin, Cedartown and 
Gainesville, 


This will be a busy day wtih the 
railroad commission of Georgia. This 
morning the injunction suit‘of the Cen- 
tral of Georgia railroad against the 
board to secure a permanent estoppel 
of circular No. 334, which reduces the 
passenger rates in Georgia, will be 
called up before Judge W. T. Newman, 
in the federal court, 

In the state superior court there will 
be argued before Judge W. D. Ellis a 
Similar bill filed by the Atlanta and 
West Point road. Wednesday the com- 
mission sits in regular organized ses- 
Sion for the hearing of complaints al- 
ready filed and for receiving others. In 
the federal case Attorney Genera) Hart, 
assisted by Attorney W. A. Wimbish, 
of freight rate fame, while in the sta.° 
court special counsel to the railroad 
commission, J. K. Hines, will represent 
the state and will be assisted by At- 
torney H. Alexander. 

Much Depends on Decision. 

Upon the decisions secured by these 
roads in the United States and state 
courts will depend the future of sim- 
ilar litigation filed by the other roads 
In this state in regard to this same cir- 
cular. That it will be a long drawn 
out fight there is no doubt; and just 
what the decision will be will be await- 
ed with interest. 

The fact that the supreme court of 
Pennsylvania recently declared the 
Pennsylvania 2-cent raie was unconsti- 
tutional is not expected to affect this 
litigation in Georgia at all. 

In the meanwhile the public wil] en- 
joy the lowered fares, and if they are 
stopped some enjoyment will have been 
had, anyhow. 

When the commission meets for the 
Purpose of hearing complaints on Wed- 
nesday morning there will be three or 
more than usual interest up. The first 
of these will be a complaint to have the 
commission regulate the Atlanta Bag- 
Sage and Cab Company in so far as it 
Operates as a common carrier for the 
transfer of trunks from one station to 
another. The petitioner states that the 
company failed to deliver -his trunk 
from the terminal station to the union 
depot within the three hours and a half 
allowed between trains, and in con- 
sequence he was delayed in Atlanta 
twenty hours.

world. This fs the first instance known 
since the strike was declared that the 
State has been asked to interfere. 
There is also a petition on file from a 
gas consumer in Atlanta to the effect 
that the Atlanta Gas Light Company 
wont install in his home a slot gas me- 
ter because, it is alleged, he ig behind 
on his former gas bill. It is claimed 
by him that a slot meter ts pay tn ad- 
vance, and that the company can't 
lose. The company claims that their 
contracts give them the right to with- 
draw service when bills are not paid 
promptly. 
The Marietta Manufacturing and 
Utility Company will also appear be- 
fore the commission and ask for pro- 
tection from a threatened embargo by 
the state road and the Louisville and 
Nashville road to the effect that they 
will not place any more cars for them 
until those tracked are emptied. 

It is altogether probable that the com- 
mission will take up the matter of the 
Southern refusing to switch for the 
Louisville and Nashville road at the 
regular switching rates of $2 a car, but 
who charge instead 35 cents a ton for 
all coal switched from the Loutsville 
and Nashville tracks to the Southern. 

The commission will probably be in 
session several days.

Noiseless Motor Boats. 
(From Harper’s Weekly.) 

“One of the most frequent objections made 
to motor boats,’’ an enthusiastic amateur 
navigator recently remarked, “is the noise 
of the exhaust. As @ watter of fact, any boat 
can be made practically noiseless, and with 
but little trouble. 

: e exhaust pipe 
about six inches above the normal water- 
line. An inch should be allowed out-board, 
and then an ordinary elbow screwed on, the 
elbow being left free to turn. Into the el- 
bow should be screwed firmly four feet of 
pipe, say of one anu one-half inches. To 
the end of the pipe attach a copper wire, so 
that the pipe may be raised or lowered at 
will. This simple arrangement gives you an 
o@ériess, noiseless exhaust, so soon as you 
have gotten onto its operation. 

‘“Pyll the exhaust pipe up until your boat 
has been started, then drop the pipe, and 
you will find that you are moving faster, 
and with less noise, than ever before. The 
water rushing past creates a suction which 
makes a more perfect exhaust, the cylinder 
being completely emptied of gas after each 
explosion.

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GIBBS’ BODY

Mystery Cleared Up Concern- 
ing Man Found in the 
Woods. 


The body that has lain on the cooling 
board at Barclay & Brandon's undertak- 
ing establishment for the past several 
days was identified yesterday morning as 
that of W. H. Gibbs, o€ Marietta.

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VANDY’S COACH IS BLUE 
OVER GRIDIRON OUTLOOK 


In fine spirits and as happy as in brighter 
days, even though worried over those Vander- 
bilt forwards and backs, Dan McGugin, the 
great coach of the Commodores, struck 
Nashville Thursday morning, together with 
his family. Coach McGugin will not give his 
squad a workout before Monday, however, 
as he will devote , the greater part of his 
time to @ thorough ‘canvass of the situation 
with Captain Bob Blake. The coach is very 
blue over the prospects for the coming sea- 
son, so many of his veterans having left the 
field of action. 

Mr. McGugin says: ‘The greatest trouble is 
going to be with the line. No matter how 
good a backfield a team may have, the backs 
caf do absolutely nothing without a corking 
good line in front of them to open up the 
holes apd keep off the opposing side by 
charging. That is the worst thing I shall 
have to contend with. According to the best 
information obtainable, the only line men to 
return will be Stone and McLain, and pos- 
gibly Prichard, though his return is exceed- 
ingly doubtful, and I have heard nothing 
from him.

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DALLIS GRASS. 


DeWitt C. Floyd, LaGrange, Ga.—Mr. 
Editor: In more than one igsue of your 
paper reference is made by you to| 
Dallis grass (Paspalum. Dilitatum), I 
have been living on my farm, near the 
home of Mr. A. T. Dallis, who intro- 
duced this grass into the United States, 
for the past few years. Before I came 
to this immediate section [ had heard 
of the wonderful yields and virtues of! 
the abrove grass, but not until I had| 
gained experience with it, both as a: 
grazing and hay grass, was I prepared 
to accept the economic values claimed 
for it. My experience is only that of 
all who grow this grass around La- 
Grange. 

This grass grows well with Bermuda 
and English wirter vetch (Vicia Sa- 
tiva). In fact, this combination has 
been found best, for a permanent sod. 
Like Bermuda, Dallis grass i8 a per- 
ennial and the vetch, if seeds are al- 
lowed to mature in the spring months, 
will reseed itself. There is no better, 
more tender, or more nutritious grass 
than Dallis grass, and the hay yield is 
at least double that of any which can 
be grown with us. When this grass 
has been cut at the proper time #nda 
proprely cured it ranks in looks, food 
value and price with the best hay uf 
any kind offered in our market. This 
wonderful grass is proving a blessing 
to our southland, for good reports 
come about it from California to the 
Atlantic. This grass is easily eradi- 
cated, is a good soil-binder and sand 
arrester and will stand tramping and 
other rough treatment, except the plow 
and hoe,

Comment: I heave personally visited 
the home of Captain A. T. Dallis, near 
LaGrange, Ga.. partly with the view 
to seeing the Dallis grass at its best. 
Unfortunately, the meadows on the 
farm had been recently mown and I 
did not see the Dallis grass in its glo- 
ry. But I had no reason to doubt the 
truth of the claims of fits great merits 
that Captain Dallis has maintained for 
many years. Mr. Floyd is probably in 
error in intimating that the grass was 
introduced into the United States” by 
Captain Dallis. My recollection is 
that he claimed only to have brought 
Dr. 

H. Watkins (L believe) also claims 
originality of exploitation. Dr. Chap- 
man, in his “Flora of the Sov.thern 
States,” edition of 1882, describes the 
Srass as follows: 

“Paspalum dilitatum, Poir, Culms 
stout (three to four feet high); leaves 
flat, linear-lanceolate, smooth; spikes, 
4-6, vacemose; spikelets in four rows, 
ovate, acute, villous, much wider than 
the flat vachis; glumes and palea five- 
nervec, much longer than the roundish 
perfect flower.—((found in) Alabama, 
New Orleeans, and westward.” ‘The

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HARLEQUIN CABBAGE BUG. 

R. F. Andrews, Strother, S. Cc. En- 
closed you will find a bug which ruin- 
€d my collards last year and have com- 
menced on them again this. year. 
Pease let me know through Tri-Weekly 
Constitution what it is, and what to do 
to kill them out. 

Answer: The insect is the now quite 
common “harlequin cabbage bug.” 
The only remecy after this bug gets 
started in the early spring is hand 
picking, destroying the bugs and also 
their eggs, the latter being found al- 
most invariably on the under surface 
of the leaves, in clusters of about a 
dozen, each about the size of a pin 
head, and of the shape of a keg. Drop 
bugs and eggs into a basket with a 


l run water most all o 


Pint or so of water covered with a 
spoonful or so of kerosene oil. This 
method is effective if practiced very 
early in the spring, when the first few 
bugs appear. There is no poison that 
will kill the bugs that will not also | 
destroy the plants, because the bugs co 
not bite and chew the cabbage leaves, 
but simply insert their bills into the 
leaves and suck the jyices. 

The best preventive (and is entirely 
effective) is to plant a row of common 
mustard in your garden very early in 
the spring. The bugs prefer mustard 
to any other plant and will not touch 
your cabbage so long as they can find 
a mustard plant. The mustard is so 
vigorous and grows so fast that the 
bugs do not hurt it much, and you can,

It may be nothing more common 
than simple ophthalmia (or conjuncti- 
vitis), which may result from exposure 
to cold, foreign matters in the eyes 
such as sand, cinders, dust, Or it may 
he caused fram a filthv stable. Tf nes- 
lected it may dévelop into a serious dis. 
ase. Make a careful examination ior 
particles of chaff or other foreign mat- 
ters in the eye. Dissolve 5 grains of 
acetate of zinc in 2 tablespoonfulsa of 
pure, soft (rain) wattr with 20 drops 
of laudanum. With a camel's hair pen- 
cil, or a soft feather, apply a few drops 
in the eye three or four tims a day. 
Keep her in a cool, darkened stable, 
and have a cloth folded on several 
thicknesses and fastened to the horns so 
that it will drop over the eyes. ‘Ihe 
eloth should be kept wet with cold watr 
during the day and removed at night. if 
there is much fever, give a drencn of !

IMPACTION OF BOWELS. 

J. T. Gibbons, Belcher, Ala.—As I am 
a subscriber to your paper I will come 
asking information from you. I have a 
sick cow. She won’t eat and it seems 
like it hurts her for the calf to suck. 
She will raise first one foot and then 
the other. She is getting poor. The first 
one died. She lived. four days after she 
was taken sick. They have a good pas- 
ture, were fat until taken sick. Some 
people think thty have the dry murrain. 
What passes from them is dry and 
bloody and in small amount. Please give 
remedy and name of disease. 

Answer: Your cows were doubtless at- 
fected with impaction of the intestines, 
caused by long-continued feeding on 
innutritious, indigestible food. The 
treatment consists in giving repeated 
drenches of Epsom salts, say, 1 1-2 
pounds in 1-2 gallon of water, Also 
enemas of soapy water, change of foou, 
plenty of succulent grten food, wheat 
bran, scalded oats. The disease is some- 
times called ‘“‘dry murrain.’’ 


TICK FEVER. 

D. B. Smedley, Wtst Point, Ga.—One of 
my milch cows died last night. She was 
sick only four days, so she would not 
eat, Monday I gave her !-2 pound of 
Epsom salts. Wednesday I gave her an- 
other 1-2 pound, Her urine was as black 
as blackberry wine. She suffered severe- 
ly, seemingly in her head. She was only 
21-2 years old, dropped calf at 2 years 
olds’ The cow was in fine order for a 
milch cow, running on wild clover pas- 
ture with good pure spring water in it 
and was fed on cotton meal and hulls. 

Answer: The symptoms uescribed Dy 
you indicate, almost unmistakably, that 
your cow died of Texas cattle fever, or 
‘tick’’ fever, as it: is commonly caliea, 
because it is a deadly disease, caused by 
the bites of cattle ticks. Write to Pro- 
fessor C. L. Willoughby, animal hus- 
bandman, Experiment, Ga., and ask him 
to send you a copy of Bulletin No. 64, 
which tells about tick fever. There is 
practically no cure for this disease, and 
the only recourse is to get rid of the 
ticks on your farm, which the bulletin 
will tell how to do.
